Mr.  Dob- 
kin's  work  has  been  shown  in  important  exhibitions  through- 
out the  United  States,  Europe,  Australia  and  Israel.  His  works 
are  in  the  permanent  collections  of  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art, 
the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art,  the  Butler  Art  Insti- 
tute, the  Joseph  H.  Hirshorn  Collection,  the  Tel  Aviv  Museum, 
the  Library  of  Congress  and  other  major  galleries.

Purchase  Award  from  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and

Mr.  Dobkin  is  the  author  of  two  books,  Principles  of  Fig- 
ure Drawing  (now  in  its  second  revised  edition)  and  Alex- 
ander Dobkin  s  Travel  Sketchbook.  He  has  been  the  Director 
of  the  Art  School  of  the  Educational  Alliance  in  New  York 
City  since  1955.  Mr.  Dobkin's  17th  one-man  show  will  be  held 
at  the  Forum  Gallery  in  New  York  from  March  2  through 
March  22.

The  News  and  Public  Affairs  Department  is  starting  a  num- 
ber of  new  programs  this  month.  The  first,  a  weekly  Com- 
mentary by  Bishop  James  A.  Pike,  will  be  heard  Sundays  at 
7:15  p.m.  (rebroadcast  on  Monday  mornings).  Bishop  Pike, 
now  a  staff  member  of  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Democratic 
Institutions,  was  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  California 
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and  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine,  New  York 
City.  He  was  a  Sterling  Fellow  at  Yale  University  where  he  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Doctor  of  the  Science  of  Law.  Bishop  Pike 
is  the  author  of  many  books  and  articles  on  law,  religion  and 
ethics.  His  most  recent  books,  published  by  Harper  &  Row, 
are  You  and  the  New  Morality  and  //  This  Be  Heresy. 

Another  new  Commentary  series,  this  one  by  members  of 
the  New  York  chapter  of  Students  for  a  Democratic  Society 
will  be  heard  on  Wednesdays  at  7  p.m.  (rebroadcast  on  Thurs- 
day mornings).  The  SDS  (which  considers  WBAI  to  be  part 
of  "the  establishment  media")  promises  to  let  the  public  hear 
from  the  New  Left  itself,  instead  of  about  it  from  the  mass 
media.  The  watchword  is  "Struggle." 

David  Rothenberg  of  The  Fortune  Society  will  moderate 
the  new  series  Both  Sides  of  the  Bars  to  be  heard  on  Monday 
evenings  at  8  p.m.  (rebroadcast  on  Wednesday  afternoons). 
Mr.  Rothenberg's  programs  will  investigate  the  life  of  convicts 
in  prisons  and  the  problems  that  face  an  ex-convict  when  he 
returns  to  society.

1 1  p.m.  (March  16,  5  p.m.)  a  documentary  in  which  the  resi- 
dents of  the  estate  made  famous  by  Dr.  Timothy  Leary  tell  of 
police  harassment  and  financial  difficulties. 

Creativity  and  the  Daimonic  is  the  over-all  title  of  the  four- 
part  lecture  series  by  Dr.  Rollo  May  that  will  begin  this  month 
on  Sunday,  the  17th,  at  9:30  p.m.  (rebroadcast  Tuesday  at 
1 1 : 30  a.m.).  Like  last  year's  lectures  by  Dr.  May  (which  were 
extremely  popular  with  our  listeners),  this  series  was  originally 
given  at  The  New  School  for  Social  Research. 

In  March  the  News  and  Public  Affairs  Department  will 
probably  cover  the  New  Hampshire  and  Wisconsin  primaries 


and  devote  a  number  of  Public  Affairs  Specials  to  those  events. 
As  a  preview,  we  have  scheduled  A  Campaign  Workshop,  a 
look  behind  the  scenes  in  dissident  politics  at  Senator  Eugene 
McCarthy's  bid  for  the  Democratic  nomination,  for  March  5, 
8  p.m.  (March  10,  1:30  p.m.). 

The  Music  Department  wishes  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
Composers  Group  for  International  Performance  program  on 
March  19  at  8:15  p.m.  (March  31,  12:30  p.m.).  This  is  a 
recording  of  their  first  New  York  concert  held  in  January.  The 
music,  which  is  from  both  North  and  South  America,  generates 
the  kind  of  excitement  that  has  not  been  felt  in  international 
contemporary  concerts  since  the  twenties. 

The  Drama  and  Literature  Department  has  two  produc- 
tions from  the  Mind's  Eye  Theatre  this  month.  A  Man  Is  Many 
Voices,  to  be  broadcast  on  March  2  at  9  p.m.  (March  8,  2  p.m.) 
comes  to  WBAI  from  off-off-Broadway  but  is  presented  in  a 
style  that  makes  it  uniquely  an  aural  experience.  Two  for  the 
Mind's  Eye  on  March  13  at  8: 15  p.m.  (March  15,  1  1 :45  a.m.) 
consists  of  two  short  plays:  the  first,  a  "curtain  raiser,"  Better 
Than  Eden  by  William  West;  the  other,  A  Touch  of  Strange, 
by  the  noted  science  fiction  writer  Theodore  Sturgeon,  whose 
The  Skills  of  Xanadu  was  so  well  received  over  WBAI  last  year. 
D&L  also  offers  the  beginning  of  a  fifty-two  part  documentary 
series  on  the  history  of  Canada  from  the  Canadian  Broadcast- 
ing Corporation,  on  the  theory  that  the  events  of  last  summer 
have  taught  us  that  there  is  much  we  don't  know  about  the  sur- 
prising country  to  the  north.

Hill,  is  one  of  the  most  moving  testimonials  to  survive  that 
holocaust.
